Parties to the Adjustment of Trouble at Big West End Plant are Reticent as lo Terms 


-Non-lliiion Hen Will Remain But Part of the Strikers Will he Reinstated 


-This is Believed to be Basis of Settlement, 


The strike among the polishers at 


the Wehrle stove foundry in 
West 


Newark has been 
settled 
and the 


strife between the polishers' 
organ- 


ization and the officials of the foun- 


dry is ended. 


' Such was the welcome news which 


was circulated on the street Friday 


night. News of the settlement came 


to the Advocate office 
early in the 


evening and as soon as possible, the 


news was verified 
from 
official 


sources. The official 
announcement 


was then given to the public in the 
form of a bulletin on the windows of 
this office. 


Just what concessions were made 


by either side in the strike, could not 
be learned from the officials of tbc 
big foundry nor from 
the high offi- 


cers of the polishers' union Friday 
night, as both 
sides were reticent 


about making a statement. 


The Advocate learned from autben- 


tick sources Saturday morning, how- 
ever, that but few concessions were 
made by either side. That the com- 
pany made a statement that it would 
tske back a part of the union mon. 


•who walked out last June but would 
not discharge any of the non-union 


men" 
now employed. 


This statement which came direct- 


ly from high official sources, sale! that 
next Tuesday morning would see ten 


of the union men back at work. Af- 
ter that, others will be taken back as 
vacancies occur and as the men are 
needed. 
No discrimination between 


the union men and 
non-union men 


•will be made. All the men employed 
in the shop can join, the polishers' 
union or not as their feelings distate, 
so far as the Wehrle company is con- 
cerned.

with the foundry officials, could not 
be seen. All left the city at an early 
hour Saturday morning and no state- 
ment could be secured 
from them. 


However, the gentlemen were reti- 
cent about making any statement 
with reference to the settlement. 


During the entire time of the strike 


no one in the city has worked harder 
or more faithfully to effect a settle- 
ment of the trouble than Rev. Father 
B. M. O'Boylan. 
On Friday night, 


after the terms of the settlement hail 
been agreed upon, a number of the 
polishers called upon Father O'Boy- 
lon at his home on Granville street, 
and said, now that the fight is over, 
they realized that they had made a 
mistake in not having accepted 
the 


conditions of a settlement suggested 
by him 
prior to Christmas. 
The£ 


had gained nothing by not having ac- 
cepted terms then proposed, but are 
burdened with, the thought of anoth- 
er murder which would probably nev- 
er have occurred had they acted on 
Father O'Boylan's advice. 


Another story to the effect that the 


Wehrle company has recognized the 
polishers' union and agreed to em- 
ploy none but union men in the~fu- 
ture is in circulation. This could not 
be verified, though, it also comes from

If this is the case, the pol- 


ishing department 
will be a union 


shop. 
However, 
it is known that

A representative of the strikers gave

"V/Tien the strike of these 104 pol- 


ishers out of the 2500 Wehrle -em- 
ployes occurred last June, there were 
other grievances, chief of which, it is 
said, was the lack of bathing facili- 
ties at the plant. The question of 


wages never entered the controversy 
The company acceded to all the de 
inands of the polishers save recogni 
tion of the union and it now seems 
that the company in adjusting th 
trouble has recognized the union tc 
this extent: 
While ail the presen 


non-union polishers will remain a 
work, only union men will in the fu 
ture be hired. 
On January 2, ten 


striking polishers are to be reinstated 
and 30 days loiter 20 more 
will be 


given places in the foundry. 
This 


statement is made without authority 
of either the Wehrle company or the 
union officials, but it is based upon 
what the Advocate regards as trust- 
worthy information

CENTURY'S DIVISION ENDED 


Northern and Cumberland Branches 


Will Be Reunited When the Agree- 
ment Is Ratified by the General As- 
semblies — Outlhe of the Recom 
mendations of the Committees. 


St. Louis, Dec. 30. — AD agreement 


•which, when formally ratified, wil 
unite 
the 
Northern 
Presbyterian 


church. U. S. A, and the 
Cum- 


berland 
Presbyterian 
church, was 


reached In the joint session of the 
general committees. 


Two days have been consumed 


by subcommittees in arranging details 
for the union. Their reports were 
submitted to the general committees 
representing, each church. 
Within 


two hours the two general committees 
had met in joint session and agreed 
upon a basis for the union of the twc 
denominational bodies. This agree- 
ment will be reported to the general 
assembly of the>'Presbyterian church 
meeting- at Des Koines, la., on May 17, 
1906, and of the Cumberland Presby- 
terian church meeting in Decatur, 111., 
on the same date, for formal ratifica- 
tion. 


The report adopted in the jqint ses- 


sion of the general committees recites 
the legal steps taken, beginning with 
the appointment 
of committees in 


1903, 
and declares that the effect ol 


all these steps is primarily that the 
confession of faith of the Presbyterian 
church, U. S. A., as revised in 1903. 
and the other doctrinal and ecclesias- 
tical standards of that church, have 
been constitutionally adopted by the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church, as 
has also the joint report prepared by 
these two general committees two 
years ago, that the reunion and union 
of the two churches has been fully 
agreed to by both, and'it is recom 
mended that immediately after the 
foregoing effects of the steps thus far 
taken have been announced, the con- 
fession of faith and the other doctrinal 
and ecclesiastical standards of the 
Presbyterian cliutc31triTrsrA.7sfiaII be 
binding upon the ministers, ruling 
elders, deacons, officers, churches, ad- 
judicators, boards, committees and all 
other agencies of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church; that when this 
announcement has been made by the 
moderator of the general assembly of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church, 
and that body shall have adjourned 
sine die as separate assembly and be- 
fore the general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian clrurch, U. S. A., shall ad- 
journ sine die, the moderator of the 
latter assembly shall announce that 
all of the Presbyterians of the two 
churches shall elect commissioners to 
the united general assembly of 1907 
on a basis of one minister and one 
ruling elder for every 24 ministers or 
moiety thereof; that until the new 
moderator of the unitedassemblyshall

Instead of Marc-h 1 or April 1. 


"Why is New Year's day Jau". 1? On 


the face of it the Chinese method of 
beginning in April, when nature wakes 
up from the winter, appears more ap- 
propriate. The liomaus in the earlier 
days of the republic were of tbe &ame 
opinion and commenced their 3 car on 
March 1. September, October, Novem- 
ber and December were then" in actu- 
al fact the seventh, eighth, ninth and 
tenth months, as their names would still 
have them. Nevertheless the piesent 
reckoning of the year is of respectable 
age. The change was first made iu the 
year 153 B. C. simply because the con- 
suls assumad ofiice on Jan. 1, and it 
was the custom to call each year after 
the consuls then in power. 


The January convention fell into dis- 


use in the time of the Merovingians,, 
who returned to the 1st of March. Un- 
der Charlemagne, as had been lormerJjr 
the case with the Gauls, the year,.be- 
gan at Christmas. In England March 
25 became New Year's day soon after 
the Norman conquest and remained sd 
until the Gregorian calendar was 
-adopted in 1752. Indeed the chancellor 
of the exchequer and those who de- 
pend on him still observe the old Chi- 
nese year.—Pearson's Weekly. 


China's New Year. 


China's new year is 'governed by the 


changes of the moon and falls iu the 
early days of February. It is called 
"rounding the year" and is a great fea- 
ture of both commercial and religious 
affairs. All debts are religiously paid. 
It is an important article of his creed 
that no right minded Chinaman can 
enjoy the sacred festival 'if he have 
debts that any effort can -wipe out. 
.Therefore a man will starve his fam- 
ily for weeks to meet his obligations, 
and, that not sufficing, he will become 
a thief and a highwayman to accom- 
plish the end. As the old year closes 
the Chinamen have their great family 
feasts, with solemn sacrifices to the 
spirits of their dead ancestors^ whom 
they accounfc'their guests. The" loyaf 
sou in a foreign land will'make every 
effort to reach the paternal roof ia time 
to join in the ancestral worship. This 
new year feast is to the Chinaman 
what 'the Passover is to the orthodox 
Jew.

ARMED RISINGS 


Planned by the Revolutionist* In tha 


Provinces of Russia. 


St. Petersburg, Dec 30.—The Rus- 


sian government has intercepted tel- 
egrams showing the social democrats 
and the workmen's councils bave ar- 
ranged for armed uprisings at Kiefl. 
Kazan and Krasnoyarsk, and for a 
general insurrection in Poland which 
will be proclaimed Dec. 31. At Riga, 
the proclamation of a general strike 
was accompanied by an open effort on 
the part of the fighting organization to 
seize the city. Barricades spring up 
in all the streets as if by magic,' and 
fighting between the revolutionists 
and the gendarmes, troops and police 
has begun. At Tamboff, Central Rus- 
sia, all the railroads have stopped 
running, and Vice Governor Bogdano- 
vitch, it is now confirmed, has been 
shot and seriously wounded. The rev- 
olutionists are said to have also com- 
pleted preparations for a general 
strike at Simferopol, South Russia, 
and throughout the Crimea. 


Restoring Order at Moscow. 


St. Petersburg, Dec 30.— The sup- 


pression of the insurrection at Mos- 
cow and the certainty that similar up- 
risings elsewhere will be crushed, 
mark the collapse of the first attempt 
of the "reds" to overthrow the gov- 
ernment arras. The utter hopeless- 
ness of the conflict seems to be ap- 
parent. 
The populace held aloof and 


not a single military unit actually 
joined the revolutionaries. Even the 
general strike crumbled under their 
feet by their challenging and precipi- 
tating a conflict before the proletariat 
organizations were prepared. In des- 
peration, undoubtedly the revolution- 
aries will again have recourse to acts 
of terror, which they will spring at 
the most unexpected moment. 


Eight Killed by Bomb. 


Dvinsk, West Russia, Dec. 30.—A 


strike was declared here. Martial law 
has been proclaimed. By the acciden- 
tal explosion of a bomb at a meeting 
of workmen eight persons were killed 
and 28 were wounded. 


BradstreeVs Review. 


New York, Dec. 30. — Bradstreet's 


says: Following an unprecedented^ 
active holiday business in all parts of 
the country, distributive trade seems 
quiet by contrast, more particularly 
as unseasonably open weather affects 
retail operations In seasonably heavy 
wearing apparel. What is bad for re- 
tail business is however, good for out- 
door industries, particularly building, 
which remains very active, and manu- 
facturing operations are likewise fa- 
cilitated by uninterrupted passage of 
raw materials to consuming centers. 
In wholesale trade clearing sales and 
stock-taking operations absorb atten- 
tion, but it is noted that operations 
for spring account are larger than or- 
dinary and'in fact business is heavier 
than expected at, tiiis season. 
Iron 


and steel lead., the industries in 
strength of demand and prices, fin- 
ished steel being particularly active 
for this season. 


Dominican Minister's Statement. 
Washington, Dec. 30.—Mr. Joubert, 


the Dominican minister here, called at 
the state department to convey to the 
officials certain information as to con- 
ditions in Santo Domingo contained in 
a cablegram received by him. This 
was generally to the effect that the 
Dominican government (meaning the 
cabinet as at present constituted) i 
in full accord with the spirit of the 
pending treaty, and it had every rea- 
son to believe that the Dominican con- 
gress would ratify it providing it was 
amended so that American interven- 
tion with the island's affairs could be 
had only upon application of the Do- 
minican president and congress in- 
stead of, as in the present text, by ap- 
plication of the president alone. 


Bryan Made No promise. 


Manila, Dec. 30. — Filipinos- who 


spoke at the banquet given to "W. J. 
Bryan demanded the immediate inde 
pendence of the islands, and said they 
were looking to him to cha npion their 
cause with the American people. Mr 
Bryan, in response, made no promises; 
and the natives were disappointed. 
Aguinaldo was among those present. 
The men displayed an American flag 
supported by an insurgent banner 
Americans here are pleased with. Mr 
Bryan's conservatism.
